3. Briefing on NIE 11-8 (Mr. Cline briefed on the Russian 
missile program at the 29 July meeting, and the 
Director then noted that we expected a new estimate 
in October. Mr. Vinson asked that we make sure 
that the Subcommittee knows the results of this 
estimate. ) 


a4. Operations against Cuba riefed the 25X1 
Subcommittee on this subject on 23 September. This, 
of course, was before Ss Bpx] 
5. Estimate of current situation in Cuba (Description of 
photography) This was covered in part , 
giving the then estimate of Soviet troops as 5,000 to 
9,000, but this was prior to Hurricane Flora. ) 


6. Cuban support of insurgency in other countries (This 
has not been covered in any detail in the last few 
meetings with this Subcommittee. )
